REPORT.

‘The latest annual report on. Hongkong, 
which covers the work of ‘the harbour de- 
partment, during rg04, shows that the 
Colony's advance towards even greater pro- 
sperily is being steadily maintained, The 
Hon, Capt. Barnes Lawrence remarks, in 
his report that, during the year reviewed, the 
tonnage entering and clearing, exclusive of 
stcam launches in local trade amounted to 
24,754,042 tons, being an increase, .compar- 
ed ‘with 1903, of 714,180 fons, and the 
highest tonnage-yet recorded. This unpre- 
cedented degree of prosperity is a fact ex- 
plained by reference not only to the steady 
development of the Colony’s shipping, but toa 
combination ofspecial circumstances, Among 


this is mentioned thé large influx of colliery’ 


and other tramp steamers, in ballast, at- 
tracted to the Far Enst by the war. This 
accounts for the'Increase in the number of 
vesscls under the British flag, although on 


the other hand jt is pointed: out that ‘the’ 


number of ships entering the port with for- 
eign colours have decreased owing:to the 
disappearance of the Russians and almost 
all Japanese ships from ‘the run since the 
commencement of hostilities. It is also due to 
the fact that a large number of small German 
and: Norwegian vessels’ were transferred to 
the Japanese coast trade, while the number 
of.ships carrying the American flag: showed 
a considerable decrease, How far the ex 
pansion in the number of’ British -ships 
entering and clearing the port may prove 
temporary time alone will show,.but though 
some of its sources have since ‘been practi 
cally removed the gratifying fact is manifest: 
that the trade of the Colony continues to 
show a rapid and satisfaciory incréase. ‘The 
imports, ‘exclusive of cargoes brought by 
junks and steam Jaunches employed in local 
trade, ‘amounted to close upon eight million 
. tons and ‘more than half of this ‘was dis- 
charged here. Krom Japan alone close on, 
a million tons of cargo were discharged, 
while Siam is represented next with. over 
500,000 tons, the China coast coming third 
with ‘nearly 350,000 tons, India and the 
Straits Settlements next on the list with over 
320,000 tons of cargo discharged, with Great 
Britain just behind, and America bordering 
‘close. 01 300,000 tons, But over‘ two- 
thirds of the cargo brought to the Colony 
came in British ships, and the same re- 
mark is applicable in the case of the export 
trade of the Colony. In the latter instance, 


however, cargo from China, entering the’ 


port shows by far and away the preatest ton- 
nage, Japan being nearly" 400,000 tons be- 
hind with its shipments, while for India and 
the’ Straits Settlements just over 325,000 
,tons, oF 120,000 tons more than that con- 
signed to the: Philippines were registered: 

‘| Prosperity is apparent on all sides, and a 
glance at the diagram of tonnage entered at 
the port from 1867'to tg04, and taking the 
previous years into account, will show 
that from the beginning of organized com:

action. On paper, Russia has an excellent 
Constitution, with all the good qualities ‘of 
paternal, Government; but in practice it avails 
nothing except to accentuate the oppressive 
character of the actual administration, 

; OLD NELIEVERS AND JEWS, . 

Liberty of conscience has certainly received’ 
‘aw ampler interpretation than might have been, 
expected in the recent: Rescript, granting ‘to 
the Old. Believers the practice of their faith: 
it is really a great step, and its Beneficent: 
character is acknowledged even by the Liberal 
Parly in Russia.” It is difficult to say exactly 
how many are affected, but' I have heard it 
computed that they number twenty-five mil- 
lions. Yesterday, a deputation of Old Wetievers 
tendered their honnge to the Tsar at Tsarkne- 
Selo, and expressed their gratitude for. the 
privilege,” These adherents of.the Old Faith 
have known the bitterness’ of persecution. 
Two hundred years ago, the Patslurch Nicon, 
the supreme head of the Church, perceiving 
that there were grave errors in the version in 
use of the religious books, made. extensive 
alterations in the text for the purpose of bring- 
ing it into line with. rel gious practice. -He 
imposed his authority (which is that of the’ 
Pope of Rome without his infallib-lity) upon 
rte clergy and the great mass of the faithful, 
bu’ a certain section sefused to accept the new 


version, and .continued with extreme, conser- |- 


vatiom thelr alleginnce to’ the old, Burning 
and decapitation had not the effect of weaken- 
ing the yesistance of the Old Believers; on the 
contrary, the niovement grew. .f utin process 
of years new prophets arose amongst the Old 
Believers, and the body was split into a 
multitude of sects; each hokling fiercely to its 
own interpretation of the Word. Lately these 
dissidents have lived under a somewhat milder 
regime. Authority has shut its eyes to their 
‘nonconformity. The officials charged with 
their overlooking have accepted bribes not 
ta pursue their . investigations too far. 
Consequently the sectarians have lived, more or 
less peacefully, in a false atmosphere of ortho- 
doxy, and. practised their-religion in. secret, 
haying the Church dues, they have been un- 
“molested, .So that even before the last Rés- 
cript their position had become supportable. 
Yet the official indulgence now given: to their 
belief is, of course, of value, and, has resulted 
io, the unsealing of ancient places ‘of worship 
and the open practice of the religion by many 
‘who were nominally Orthodox for fear of the 
penalties attaching 10 opposition. nee 
The Jot of the Jews ia not bettered by the 
Imperial ukase,- Alexander IL, who jis sup- 
posed to have been leas fervently religious than 
Alexander Jil-and Nicholas IL, granted per: 
mission for a synagogue in St. Petersburg, but 
there is no extention of that privilege under the 


present regime. «Jews are still shut out from. 


positions of place and influence in the services 
and in the professions.
